STATE COUNCIL 
TO STUDY DAM 


Senate Refers’ Canal 
Project by Vote 
Of 26 to 16 


DES MOINES, Feb. 12—(INS)— 
The senate of the Iowa general as- 
sembly today voted to refer the 
Moscow-Cedar river dam proposal 
to the executive council. The vote 
was 26 to 16, eight senators not 
voting. 

The measure concerning the 
$10,000,000 project for the diversion 
of waters for power from the Cedar 
river to the Mississippi river near 
Muscatine was introduced into the 
upper house by Senator Edwin 
Hicklin of Louisa county. 

Iowa’s development industrially 
and the lowering of costs of elec- 
tricity to surrounding communities 
were the principal points of argu- 
ment advanced in the debate on 
the measure, although flood con- 
trol was given considerable atten- 
tion by the bill’s sponsor. 

*This project is exclusively in the 
hands of five Muscatine men, 
known as the Federal Constructio# 
company,” Hicklin said. “Not 6 
nickel’s worth of stock can be 
bought by anyone else in the 
world.

the event that the proposition is al- 
lowed to be carried out. 
Cites Farmers’ Petitions 

“The state will not have a cent 
invested in the project,” Hicklin 
asserted. “But there will be invest- 
ed in the state, ten million dollars 
of which $3,500,000 will go to Iowa 
labor in the two years that is es- 
timated it will take to build the 
plant.” 

Numerous petitions from farm- 
ers along the Cedar River asking 
that something be done to relieve 
them of the constant flood men- 
ace were cited by the Louisa sen- 
ator. 

Senators E. W. Clark of Linn 
county and W. A. Clark of Marion 
county questioned Hicklin regard- 
ing the merits of his bill. 

The Linn county senator wanted 
to know if they were not setting 
a dangerous precedent so _ that 
other companies could come into 
the state and start similar projects. 

Excise Tax Favored 

Hicklin replied that there was 
no other place in Iowa where any 
such program could be carried out, 
according to information he had 
obtained from competent en- 
gineers. 

Senator W. A. Clark was assured 
by Hicklin that the water level in 
surrounding land would be affected 
little by the dam. 

An amendment proposing an ex- 
cise tax on the dam proposal was 





by Myers of Jasper county and 
favored by Senator Hicklin. The 
amendment Was adopted. 

Senator Irving Knudson of Ham- 
ilton county made a plea to con- 
serve the natural courses of all 
streams in the state. He vigorously 
upheld the natufflist’s viewpoint 
against the industrial development 
argument advanced by Senator 
Hicklin. However, the bill’s pro- 
ponent stated that the Federal 
Construction company stood ready 
to turn over to the state of Iowa 
all of the shore land of the large 
lake which would be formed by 
the dam, for a state park. 

Lake 8 Miles Long 

The rough dimensions of the 
body of water would be eight miles 
long and two miles wide, Hicklin 
stated.

Silver Slump Hits 
Chinese Students 


BOULDER, Colo.—(INS)— The 
education of Chinese students in 
the United States has suffered a 
setback because of the slump in 
the value of silver during the past 
year. 

This, in the opinion of Dr. C. C. 
Wang, supervisor of Chinese stu- 
dents at the University of Colorado 
here, ‘is the reason fewer oriental 
students are attending higher edu- 
— institutions in this coun- 
ry. 

Dr. Wang pointed out that the 
exchange value on Chinese silver 
doars is ordinarily two to one, 
but last year the value of silver 
fell, making it necessary to pay 
‘$3.50 in silver for one dollar in 
gold. 

As a result of this drop it will 
be impossibly to send as many stu- 
dents to this country as previously 
because more Chinese money is 
now required for the support of a 
|student in the United States, ac- 
cording to Dr. Wang. 

Dr. Wang has been in charge of 
30 Chinese students attending thé 
University of Colorado for the past 
two years. These students are 
istudying railroad transportation 
and highways.

“HEALING MIRACLES” 

Many seeming “Miracles” are but 
the results of what we might term 
“Universal Intelligence” or ‘“Na- 
ture’s Way” of using the never 
failing powers which are always 
ready to perform what man terms 
miracles. ; 

For ages man has been in the 

habit of applying the term “mir- 
acle” to those incidents, or hap- 
penings which he couldn’t under- 
stand. In healing the sick, we 
find many instances mentioned in 
the Bible, of which the people of 
those dgys claimed as “miraculous 
cures; ‘but of which the Great 
Teacher said, “Greater things ye 
also shall do; Know thyself.” 

When we hear of a person who 

has recovered from some serious 
affliction, in spite of all the help 
and interference that man could 
devise, we claim it a miracle. No 
doubt, in one sense of the word, 
it is. When a person has trans- 
gressed natural laws until they are 
real sick, it is a miracle that there 
is enough normal, healthy tissue, 
left, capable of receiving sufficient 
. Vibrations from any source to re- 
gain health. 

Whenh* we cut or scratch our 
hand, or finger, we seldom pay any 
attention to it. Yet, the principles 
underlying the healing process 
come from the same source and 
work in the same manner. These 
things cannot all happen by 
chance. There is a reason, a cause, 
and a result, good or bad. accord- 
irig to whether a well defined plan 
has been followed, or, whether 
something, or someone, has caus- 
ed a deviation from the well ord- 
ered scheme of things.

understands these rules, or laws. 
Or, as we will be better enabled 
some day to exemplify the words 
“Know thyself.” 

In order that we may “know 
ourselves,” it is necessary that we 
go back to nature, stay with na- 
ture, and learn-from nature. To 

. accomplish great things, man 
sometimes overlooks the small 
simple things, or rather, the small 
manifestations of the big thing. 

As an example let us consider 
the small cut on the finger. When 
the flesh is cut it bleeds at once. 
This washes out the cut. 

AIf you should step on a rusty 


— 
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nail and puncture the foot, the 
danger of blood-poison is much 
lessened if the wound bleeds free- 
ly.) Soon after cutting your fing- 
er, the bleeding slowly stops. As 
soon as bleeding slows down a clot 
starts forming. As this clot forms 
it glues the edges of the cut to- 
gether and extends back into the 
small capillaries, forming a plug. 

This prevents further hemor- 
rhages and holds the edges closely 
in position for healing. By keep- 
ing the wound clean, and if you 
do not disturb the edges of the 
cut, it will heal in a few days. 
During this healing the cells will 
unite and complete the continuity 
of the skin as before. If the 
wound is wide, and gaping, new 
cells will grow from the bottom 
and the sides of the wound until 
the space is filled and the surface 
completely heals over. 
the injury has nothing to do with 
the curative power. It is simply a 
means of keeping out dirt and 
preventing accidental opening of 
the wound. 

Too tight a bandage will gen- 
erate heat, and congestion, causing 
pain, inflamation and ulceration, if 
left alone.

When possibile, a few layers of 
loose bandages, so that the skin 
can breathe, is ample. 

For this very reason, a “split or 
hinged” bandage around a fractur- 
ed leg, or arm, so that it may be 
opened as needed, is better than 


‘one where you cannot get at the 


part to watch the progress of heal- 
ing, or relieve heat and congestion 
by cooling. P 

The healing of a little cut may 
seem far from being miraculous, 
but if any healing is wonderful 
even the little one is. 

We cannot change the process 
of the action, of the healing by 
bandaging, displaying a large as- 
sortment of surgical instruments 
or by any form of treatment, 

Keeping the body, the blood 
stream, and local injury clean is 
all that man can do, _ excepting 
sometimes, the application of some 
simple method of treatment in 
harmony with the natural healing 
process, as an aid in sanitation. 

We can go a step farther in con- 
sidering this common healing mir- 
acle and maybe show that there is, 
a form of “Intelligence” that we 
are hardly able to grdsp, except as 
we closely observe results.

COLUMBIA IS 
GIVEN RELICS 
OF HAMILTON 


Church Portals Pre- 
sented to N. Y. 
School 


NEW YORK—(INS) — Alexan- 
der,.Hamilton’s first platform, a 
gate supposed to have come from 
the’ Middle Dutch Reformed 
church, which stood from 1729 to 
1875 on Nassau _ street .. between 
Liberty and Cedar streets, has been 
offered to Columbia university by 
the relatives of the late Sarah 
Coeper Hewitt. 

The Middle Dutch Reformed 
church, where the graduating ex- 
ercises of Columbia college were 
held for many years, was aban- 
doned as a church in 1844, and was 
used from that time until 1875 as 
@ United States post. office. 
1875 the present post office build- 
ing in City Hall Park was built, 
and the old church was torn down. 

The gates of the church and an- 
other gate, which was used on the 
campus when Columbis. moved up- 
town to Forty-ninth street, have 
long been regarded by the majority 
of alumni as lost or destroyed. 

Abram S. Hewitt, class of 1842, 
a former mayor of New York City, 
secured posséssion of the _ gates 
‘when they were torn down, and 
they were set up on his estate at 
Ringwood, N. J. His son, Erskine 
Hewitt of New. York, has offered 
the gates to Columbia providing 
the university can find use for 
them on the Morningside campus 
or at Baker Field. 

“The gates were the property of 
my sister,” said Mr. Hewitt in a 
letter to President Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler. ‘They were set up in 
the garden at Ringwood. There are 
two lots of gates relating to Colum- 
bia college. 
father obtained at the time the col- 
lese moved, is from Fe ty-ninth 
street, but I do not know whether 
it was brought up from the old 
site at the time Columbia college 
. moved to Forty-ninth street or 
whether -it was made ofiginally for 
that particular location. 

“The others are a set of three 
gates which I have always heard 
came from the Middle Dutch Re- 
formed church, where the grad- 
uating exercises of Columbia col- 
lege were held for many years, and 
on one of which Alexander Ham- 
ilton was supposed to have ha- 
rangued the mob when he made 
his first public appearance. He is 
said to have addressed the mob 
hanging from -the gate—that is 
the story that was always told me 
by my father, who was very accur- 
ate in such matters and unusually 
well informed.”

DES MOINES; Ia., Feb. 12— 
(ENS)—Much comment was heard

ed out of committees of the lower 
house of the legislature yesterday

Moines, for elimination of payment 
of fees to sheriffs and county at- 
torneys in the larger counties. 
Both have been recommended for 
passage. 

“Salary Grab” Dead 

After much heated oratory in the 
committee on compensation of pub- 
lic officials the “salary grab” bill 
to repeal the legislative expense act 
of the 43d general assembly was 
voted out without recommendation. 

The other salary bill provides a 
reduction of $1,000 a year in sala- 
ries of some of the state officials. 
The increase was made two years 
ago. The purpose of this bill is to 
put back the salaries where they 
were at that time. 

The county attorney bill by Rep- 
resentative Brown was amended in 
the committee. Salaries in some of 
the larger counties were raised to 
take care of objections made by 
those districts. 

As the amended bill now reads 
no fees would be permitted in 
counties of more than 65,000 popu- 
lation. Attorneys salaries in small- 
er counties remain the same and in 
larger ones they would be as foil- 


lows: 
Big Cuts Proposed 

Between 65,000 and 80,000 pop- 
ulation, $3,500; 80,000 to 100,000 
population, $4,000; 100,000 to 125,- 
000, $4,500; more than 125,000, 
$5,000 a year. 

The house committee on cities 
and towns has recommended for 
indefinite postponement the bill 
which is before the general assem- 
bly permitting cities of more than 
40,000 population to aid recognized 
musical organizations. 

The committee headed by Rep- 
resentative Brown of Des Moines, 
acted upon three other bills. One, 
which was introduced by Tamisiea, 
republican, Missouri Valley, to give 
cities power to assess cost of cut- 
ting weeds and grasses against 
property owners, was recommended

CLAIMS BIBLE 
IS NOT DIVINE 


Only Valuable As His- 
tory Professor 
Asserts 


DES MOINES—(INS)—Residents 
of the city today are pondering 
the many statements made by Dr. 
Harry Elmer Earnes, eminent his- 
torian, author and critiic of re- 
ligion, in an address at the Jew- 
ish Community Center. 

The historian ,although criti- 
cising religion in many of its as- 
pects, stated, ‘“it}is absurd to main- | 
tain that there is no God, as itis to 
state dogmatically that one exists 
—the only sound and logical view 
is agnosticism--wesdon’t know. 

“Religion will never die out be- 
cause of emotional appeal on which 
it #8 founded is found in the ex- 
pression of every human charac- 
ter, but fundamentalism, which 
includes Catholicism, devout Ju- 
deaism, and many of the Prot- 
estant sects, I regard as a menace 
to humanity.” 

Barnes stated his conviction 
that the Bible was not divine in 
inspiration any more than are the 
works of any other authors. 

“Where the importance of the 
Bible lies,” the educator said, “is 
its historical significance.” 

Professor Barnes was formerly 
connected with Amherst college 
and later became a professor at 
Smith college, where he resigned a 
year ago to take up editorial wri- 
ting. He is the author of 30 books 
and is an authority on the origins 
of the World war and the question 
of war guilt. The most recent of 
his productions are:“‘Livine in the 
Twentieth Century’.and “The Twi- 
light of Christianity.”

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Feb. 12 — 
— (INS)—Stern disciplinary action 
on the part of officials of the uni- 
versity of Michigan was awaited to- 
day on the campus following liquor 
raids made on five fraternity 
houses which resulted in the arrest 
of 79 students.

‘the most treasured as well as the 
:oldest of the antiques—a_ clock, 
imine feet high, which has been 
: keeping time, up until a part was 
, broken last year for 287 years. 

| The date of its construction, 
| 1643, is marked on the back of the 
i timepiece, as well as the various 
| dates when repairs have been made 
| during the long passage down the 
years as the clock has been hand- 
ed on from generation to genera- 
tion of the Poe family. It is made 
wholly of wood, this extraordi- 
nary, tall timepiece, from its time- 
stained external section to the 
most minute of its many mechan- 
ical parts. 

Xn itself a relic of distinction, 
the clock is further treasured by 
its present owners for its intimate | 
connection, with the ancestors of 
that ususual genius, author of 
“The Raven.” 

Repaired Three Times 

The present Mr. Poe came into 
possession of the clock in 1902, 
while he was living in the state 
of Ohio. It was given to him by 
his father, Stephen, who died at 
Catawissa, Pa., in 1926 at the age 
of 100. Stephen’s father, (Joseph 
Poe III’s grandfather), Joseph Poe, 
and Edgar Allen Poe, the writer 
were cousins. And, to go back 
further, the clock was once the 
possession of the grandparents of 
Edgar Allen Poe. It is believed that 
they or ancestors even further back 
brought the clock to this country 
from Scotland where it was made. 

According to the records affixed 
to the clock, the time piece was re- 
paired once by the present owner’s 
father and twice by his

REV. L. LESHER 


160 Attend Father, 
Son Banquet at 
Local Church 


“For me to live is CHrist.” This is 
the best life motto that any man or 
boy can have, declared the Rev. 
Leland H. Lesher of the Grace Lu- 
theran church who spoke at- the 
annual Father and Son banquet in 
the First Baptist church Wednes- 
day evening. The banquet was held 
in the basement of the church and 
was attended by about 160 men and 
boys. 

“We can have no other motto 
than that,” the Rev. Mr. Lesher 
continued. “A great many people 
try to change the last word, but it 
cannot be done without changing 
the middle word. No one can say 
‘for me to live is wealth; for me to 
live is fame; for me to live is pleas- 
ure.’ If we construct the sentence 
a way, we must change the word 

ve.” : 
Have Six Purposes 

The speaker declared that father 
and son banquets have six purposes. 
They are to keep alive the best in- 
terests of church and home; to 
eause fathers to respect their sons; 
to cause sons to respect their fath- 
ers; to bring recognition of the 
church as a power for good; to ac- 
cept the principals of citizenship; 
end to impress the necessity of be- 
ginning early to train the youths. 

“Someone has analyzed the ave- 
rage boy between the ages of 14 
and 15 years of age,” he continued. 
“The figures are as follows: 50 per 
cent fun, 30 per cent fight, 15 per 
cent religion and 5 per cent work. 
This same man has analyzed the 
average father and found the fig- 
ures are 60 per cent work and 
worry, 20 per cent religion, 5 per 
cent fun and 15 per cent scheming 
and worrying to make ends meet 
so that the boy may have a better 
chance in life than he has.” 

If the average man were sudden- 
ly presented with a large amount 
of material wealth he would take 
great precaution to guard it, the 
Rev. Mr. Lesher continued, but 
many men who have a son in their 
homes take but little care of him. 
The minister»also urged the boys 
to show more respect for their 
fathers and to be more appreciative 
of him.

ick R. Dixon, of Glastonbury. 
Conn., in a tour of thirty-one mis- 
sion schools scattered throughoui 
the hill country near the Sabi River 
in Africa. : 

The Rev. Mr. Dixon related his 
experience in despatches to the 
American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions under whom 
he serves in Chikore, Africa. The 
tour of the schools was made in 
twenty-seven days by the mission- 
ary in company with his cook, 
Jakopo. 

Meet Deadly Cobra. 

During the course of the tour the 
Rev. Mr. Dixon and his companion 
came in contact with lions, ele- 
phants, the deadly cobra and nu- 
merous other beasts that prey on 
the out-posts of the jungle. 

The Rev. Mr. Dixon said: 

“We reached Mangazi a _ few 
nights later, just before sunset 
The native teacher told us that the 
lions were still about. The spot 
was one of the wildest I have seen 
in Africa. The sun had set when 
I was led to the rear of the teach- 
er’s house and shown the scene of 
the tragedy. Right here the lion 
had stood and roared to stampede 
the cattle. There he had sprung 
on his victim, and over further the 
young bull had fallen heavily. The 
broad path yonder leading across 
and back up the hill shows where 
the dead bull was dragged.” 

A second experience with the 
“King of Beasts,” was told by the 
Rev. Mr. Dixon in another section 
of his despatches. 

Lions Circle House 

“We were helpless. We remained 
in the house like so many good 
little mice hiding from the cat. The 
dogs barked the gerater part of the 
night. The next morning we saw 
the spoors. There had been four 
lions—a very large male, his mate. 
and two half grown cubs. They had 
made a circle around the house. 
coming within one hundred yards.” 

In another part of his report, the 
Rev. Mr. Dixon told how he and 
Jakopo were awakened a few nights 
later, while sleeping in the reed 
guest house on the banks of the 
Sabi River, by the roaring of lions. 

Three miles west of Chikore, 
where the Rev. Mr. Dixon is lo- 
cated, lies the Sabi River, winding 
through the sands 2,000 feet hbe- 


low. In this valley, in the south-.~ 
ern lowlands, and neighboring hills, * 


are the thirty-one krall schools, 
supported largely by government 
grants with the requirements 
that a missionary visit them at. 
least four times a year. This is part 
of the Rev. Mr. Dixon's work, in 
addition to some preaching and the 
giving of spiritual aid te four young 
native churches. . 

The Rev. Mr. Dixon was Horn in 
Glastonbury, Conn., and was grad- 
uated from Emerson Onllese of 
Oratory and Bangor Seminary.
